TREASURE HUNTERS NABBED OFF 

GARDINERS ISLAND 
The Hamptons Police Department Submarine 
Unit, Jaws VIII, thwarted what appears to 
have been an illegal, unsanctioned effort to find 
and abscond with Captain Kidd’s lost treasure 
on Gardiners Island in East Hampton early 
Sunday morning. 

According to reports, the Virginia-class nuclear 
submarine—which is still painted pink for Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month (and will remain pink 
until it’s dry docked for the season next month)— 
surfaced alongside a small skiff in waters just off 


the island at about 2 a.m. “About an hour before 
the arrest, we caught a glimpse of the craft through 
our periscope and found it incredibly suspect, so 
we quietly gave chase,” Captain Curly McGruff 
explains, pointing out that the skiff was painted 
black and covered with a camouflage tarp. “They 
cut their engine; pulled up the prop and began 
stealthily rowing to shore,” he continues. “So we 
surfaced to get a closer look.” 

Aboard the vessel, McGruff says he and his 
crew found three men dressed head-to-toe in 
black with black face masks, and a cache of 
shovels, crowbars and other excavation gear, 
as well as flashlights and large, empty duffel 
bags capable of holding a “substantial volume 
of material.” Further investigation revealed a 
detailed map and schematics of Gardiners Island, 
and a journal detailing what McGruff describes 
as years of notes, historic research, theories and 
calculations about where Captain Kidd’s treasure 
would likely be found. 

“These fellas definitely weren’t playing around. 
They're not hobbyists or kids having a laugh,” 
McGruff says. “This is a well-funded, well- 
organized team with a very real mission following 


years, perhaps even decades, of planning, but you 
can’t just go digging up treasure, even when it 
isn’t on private property, as it is here.” 

New HPD spokesman Rex Gallant says all three 
men are being held and questioned to determine 
whether a benefactor sent them or if the plan 
was their own. “Our investigators are pouring 
over seized materials, especially the journal, and 
comparing their findings, such as handwriting 
samples, against testimony and samples from the 
men in the boat,” Gallant continues. “Whoever is 
behind this, it looks like they were onto something. 
That journal has some Da Vinci Code-level stuff 
in there, and we’re pretty convinced we just | 
stopped what would have been the biggest theft 
in Hamptons history,” he adds. “And that’s saying 
a lot, considering $42 million was stolen from a 
parked car in January.” 

For now, McGruff and Gallant say the 
department will not share suspects’ names or the 
treasure’s alleged location with anyone, including 
the owners of the property where it’s buried. Both 
men say such a priceless find will only attract 
danger, violence and intrigue to local shores, and 
no one wants that. fi

us There’ S Not Enough Hamptons | to Go Around, Creare Another. One

6 et’s face it. The number of people who came 
out to visit the villages in the Hamptons this 
past summer exceeded anything we have ever 
seen before. There were crowds everywhere. 
It was a huge problem. Over and over I heard 
people say they wouldn’t be coming out here 
anymore. Too many people pushing you into the 
gutter from the sidewalk. Too many cars leading 
to long tie-ups. Parking lots closed because they 
were full and coming into them just created 
situations where motorists could not go forward 
or backward. Horn honking was heard. The 
police were out, trying to move everybody along. 
There were long lines both eastbound and 
westbound. Some friends of mine spent five 
hours trying to drive out here on a Wednesday 
because they thought the roads wouldn’t be 
jammed with traffic, and they were wrong. 
Hundreds of people wanted ice cream cones 
but there were only two places in a village that 
sold them. They waited patiently on long lines, 
fiddling with their cellphones to pass the time 


while their kids whined and pulled on their 
shirts. Movies sold out. Tickets to plays sold out. 

Thousands of people wanted restaurant 
reservations, but there were only a few hundred 
to be had. 

“Please try again tomorrow,” one restaurant’s 
phone message said, explaining it was a waste of 
time to talk about today. 

One visitor told me, after trying to eh through 


a crowd trying to buy corn at a farm stand, that 


he’d never come out here again—which led me to 
think “good,” although I knew for every person 
who said that there were at least three others 
from the city who would be trying to get out here 
next year to see what the fuss was all about. 

Is it true what Yogi Berra once said about the 
place being so busy nobody goes there anymore? 

It is the job of the local government to see to it 
that there are enough services and places zoned 
for business to satisfy the people who are here. 
Until now they have done a good job creating 
this situation. But now it is out of hand. We need 
more parks, more stores, more beaches, more 
museums, more art galleries, more everything.

And considering that every possible space is 
accounted for in our existing downtowns, the 
only solution that will lead to success in this is the 
creation of an entirely new village. 

And I know, having looked down from Google 
Earth through the landscape of the entire 
Hamptons, exactly where it should be. 

I also know where it should not be. It should 
not be at either end of the Hamptons. That 
will only help the overflow of the last village 
in the line. It needs to be somewhere between 
two overwhelmed Hamptons in the center of 
the group, so it could get the overflow from 
both directions. 

My Google Earth research shows a perfect spot 
between East Hampton and Bridgehampton. It 
consists of more than 100 wooded acres along- 
both sides of the curving Daniels Hole Road as 
it makes its way between the Montauk Highway 
and the East Hampton Airport. It passes under 
the Long Island Rail Road trestle between 
these two locations in that woods. This trestle 
could be expanded into a stop on the railroad 
between Bridgehampton and East Hampton. And 
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surrounding its new neoclassic brick railroad 
station, some to the north but mostly to the south 
and east, would be the new town. 

The new town would have three churches 
with steeples, a synagogue, a row of 20 stores 
including chic shops, bookstores, restaurants, 
clothing stores, furniture stores, drug stores, 
banks, antique shops, ice cream shops, a movie 
theater, a jewelry store, art galleries and souvenir 
shops. It will have a dental clinic, a medical 
clinic connected to Southampton Hospital, an 
office building for lawyers, real estate agents, 
dentists and psychiatrists, and an AT&T store 
and a computer repair shop. Also a library 
~ and a museum. 

And it will have a history. I will start with 
Main Street. 

Main Street of the new town will be Daniels 
Hole Road just before the railroad trestle. This 
Main Street, having been laid out in the, uh, 
old days, will be a very broad street with a wide 
central lawn on which there will be a pond 
with swans in it, flower beds, a historic old 
English windmill (bought used from Shropshire, 


England) and a cemetery. Also on that green will 


be Dan’s Hampton’s “oldest” house, a saltbox 
built and lived in beginning in the 17th century 
by Dan Hopping, the village’s founder and richest 
man, which is now a museum. Hopping will be 
best known as the man after whom Daniels Hole 
Road, which leads out to his town (and to the 
airport), was named. And, of course, the town 
will be named for him. Dan’s Hampton. It will be 
right there on the railroad station sign. 

Main Street, divided by its quarter-mile-long,

hundred-yard-wide village green, will have traffic 
going westbound on one side and eastbound 
on the other. Two rows of giant elm trees 
adjacent to park benches will line the sidewalks 
in front of the stores facing out onto the green 
on both the north and south. Where the green 
begins at Daniels Hole Road, an American flag 
on a tall flagpole will flutter next to a war 
memorial obelisk. These things will honor those 
who gave their lives in the wars that preserved 
our liberty, and they will mark the entrance to 
Dan’s Hampton. 

At the other end of the village green, Main 
Street will meet the new northern extension of 
Wainscott Stone Road, and there will be a statue 


of Dan Hopping, on a pedestal, 15 feet high. At this ' 


meeting, Main Street will make a 90-degree turn 
to the south and become the extended Wainscott 
Stone Road, which will provide the entrance into 
Dan’s Hampton from the Montauk Highway, and 
I am talking about the OLD Montauk Highway. 
This Old Montauk Highway, still in existence 
today as a vestige of the past, is shown on the 
map that accompanies this article. It allows 
for a southern entrance to Dan’s Hampton 
without disturbing the traffic flow on the current 


-Montauk Highway. 


You may have driven on this narrow, curving 
two-lane concrete road, and if you have you 
have guessed it was originally Route 27. Many 


- years ago, probably in the 1930s, the authorities 


decided this curve in the Montauk Highway 
should be straightened. After they did that, they 
left the curve, not used. It veers off to the north 


of the Montauk Highway just to the east of

where the present Wainscott Stone Road comes 
up from the south to meet the current highway, 
and it continues on west for another 200 yards, 
merging back into the Montauk Highway without 
much notice to the west of Wainscott Stone Road. 
There will probably have to be a traffic light at 
Montauk Highway and Wainscott Stone Road, 
because its northern extension is providing an 
entrance to Dan’s Hampton from the south. 
(From the north you could take the airport 
turnoff from Route 114.) 

See, I have this all figured out. 

Next year, when my plan will have been accepted 
and this new historic village built, people will 
say, let’s call a restaurant in Dan’s Hampton. 
They have tables. Let’s shop in the Calvin Klein 
in Dan’s Hampton. Let’s play tennis at the East 
Hampton Tennis Center (already there). They'll 
say let’s get an ice cream cone from the little shed 
on the town green next to Dan Hopping’s house. 
They'll say, I need a new pair of shoes, let’s go to 
Dan’s Hampton. 

And there'll be plenty of parking. Free. In the 


parking lots both to the north of the railroad 


station and to the south of Main Street, behind 
all the stores. 

To make this happen, all East Hampton Town 
has to do—this is in the East Hampton Town’s 
jurisdiction—is give me a permit to chop down all 
those trees in there. 

What’s more important? A new historic 
village in which to park and shop instead of city 
people going to the Jersey shore, or a bunch 
of trees? :

IBM Computer Breakthrough

n the nearly two decades of war since 9/11, it’s 
become increasingly rare to find a community 

in the United States untouched by combat losses 

in Iraq and Afghanistan, or the hard reality of 
veterans struggling to cope with the trauma 


of their experiences overseas. An average of 


20 veterans lose that fight and commit suicide 
every single day, according to the Department of 
Veterans Affairs (VA), but help is out there. 
Right here on the East End, one Shelter Island 
family has turned the unimaginable tragedy of 
losing a son and brother into a mission of hope 
and healing for the warriors who do make it home. 
A New York Army National Guardsman assigned 
to the ist Squadron, 71st Cavalry Regiment, ist 
Brigade Combat Team of the 10th Mountain 


Division (Light Infantry), 1st Lt. Joseph Theinert 


was killed by an IED on June 4, 2010 while on 
patrol near Kandahar, Afghanistan. He was just 
24 years old. 

Since February 2016, ist Lt. Theinert’s mother 
Chrystyna Kestler, stepfather Dr. Francis “Doc” 
Kestler and younger brother Jimbo Theinert, 
along with about a dozen other volunteers, have 
opened their 1,000-plus-acre family ranch in the 
mountains of remote Magdalena, New Mexico 
as a retreat and bridge program for veterans and 
gold-star families to find a way forward. Called 
Strongpoint Theinert Ranch (STR), the program 
has already found great success helping to bring 
self-care, wellness and mindfulness to those who 
need it, while also keeping Joe Theinert’s memory 
and legacy alive. 

Jimbo Theinert, a high school math teacher on 
Shelter Island who did not serve in the military, 
explains that being around veterans, other gold- 
star families and the military community helped 
him feel closer to Joe in the years following 
his death. “No single veteran will replace my 
brother and the relationship I had with him, 
but in the immediate, like a lot of our family, 
we just enjoyed being around, primarily, guys 
in Joe’s unit—people he served with who knew - 
him in a different way than we did. It just made 
us feel good,” he recalls, pointing out that they 
began meeting members of various veterans’ 
organizations, and soon it became clear his family 
could heal through service. At the same time, 
he, his mother and stepfather had all spent time 
individually at their family ranch, unplugging and 
coming to terms with their loss. “The property 
helped us to heal from the tragedy of losing 
Joe. That’s where the idea for Strongpoint came 
from,” Theinert says, describing the realization 
that hosting groups of veterans at the ranch could 
help others outside their immediate family. Soon, 
their program began to take shape. 

“We're completing our fourth year of work at 
Strongpoint Theinert Ranch, and in that time 
we've hosted 12 veterans programs,” he adds. 

One of STR’s earliest participants (on their 


. second retreat), Southampton resident and U.S. 


Marine Corps veteran Dan Kelly says he quickly 
saw value in the program. He’s since become 
a vital member of the team, helping facilitate 
programs for other veterans, fundraising and all 
aspects of keeping STR going. “That community, 
that togetherness you get in the service is sort 
of recreated to some degree,” Kelly says of his 
experience in New Mexico. “You're back with 
your comrades and even if CONTINUED ON NEXT PAGE

you don’t know them, there’s an instant feeling of 
comfort. It’s easy to relax out there because you're 
with likeminded people who have been through 
similar things, and you're in this beautiful, quiet 


_ environment. The only thing you hear isthe birds 


and the wind. It’s beautiful.” 

While getting back to nature and disconnecting 
from the internet and cellphones is part of the 
experience, a typical five-day trip to STR includes 
a structured schedule of hands-on, interactive 
activities, such as hiking, group talk, readings, 
watching and discussing relevant films, a walking 
labyrinth, burying time capsules, and work ~ 
projects that allow participants to give back 
and make their mark at the ranch by creating 
something that wasn’t there before they arrived. 

“We're introducing people to self-care 
techniques and strategies that are hopefully going 
to be helpful, but the work is not over. You need 
to go home and still practice those things. This 
is not a magic bullet or magic pill where I went 
to New Mexico for five days and now I’m fine. I 
don’t have. PTSD. I don’t have anxiety anymore. 
It’s a bridge program that hopefully leads people 
to those better places,” Theinert says, describing | 
how all trips follow certain program essentials, 
but each can be shaped for groups and individual 
participants. “That’s the strength of being a 
small organization.” 

Demonstrating this flexibility and their success 
starting vets down a road toward healing, both 
Theinert and Kelly recall their recent program 
comprising only veterans who experienced the 
devastating March 2018 crash of Jolly 51, an 
HH-60G Pave Hawk helicopter that went down 
in western Iraq, killing seven combat rescue 
airmen—four of whom were based out of Francis 
S. Gabreski Airport in Westhampton. “In 
February we had 10 people come out to the ranch 
from that unit and it was amazing. We were able 
to tailor our program specifically for them,” Kelly 
says. “It was the first time we dealt with a single 
event and dealt with it in varying degrees,” he 
continues. “We had people from Jolly 52 who 
saw the whole thing happen. We had intel people 
who watched it on drone. In a relatively short 
amount of time from an incident happening, 
within a year, we were able to get people from 
that unit out to the ranch and it- was a very 
positive experience for all those involved. That, 
I think, shows the flexibility and the elasticity of 
Strongpoint Theinert Ranch.” 

Further, Theinert adds, “We asked vets from 
the Jolly 51 group that came out, ‘When was the 
last time you got to talk about the incident like 
this?’ The answer was a resounding ‘never.’ We've 
been at war now for 18 years, going on 19 years— 
the longest war in our history—and there’s a good 
probability that people have never had a chance 
to talk about these terrible traumatic incidents. 
That’s what we’re trying to do.” 

And for every soldier killed, there are dozens of 
military brothers and sisters and family members 
left to grapple with the loss, many of them having 
witnessed the horror firsthand. 

“One of the trips in August was made up of 
guys from Joe [Theinert]’s unit. That unit had 18 
casualties in Iraq and Afghanistan, and they’ve 
had 26 stateside deaths via suicide and car 
accident,” Kelly says, explaining the benefit of 
such focused programs. “That’s our target, we’re 
helping people deal with life-changing, traumatic 
events and we're really good at it. It’s a unique

thing,” he continues, noting that more of these 


focused retreats are in the works. 

Unlike some programs dedicated only to post- 
9/11 vets, STR is open to veterans of all wars and 
costs them nothing. All it takes, as Theinert and 
Kelly explain, is a willingness to go, which is the 
first step toward healing. “We're going to try to get 
right, and part of getting right is acknowledging 
that there’s some stuff that is wrong,” Kelly 
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says, repeating words he might impart to fellow 
veterans at STR. “We’re out here, we committed 
the time to get out here, let’s get better.” 
Families affected by the loss of loved ones 
in the military, or veterans who need help 
can apply to Strongpoint Theinert Ranch at 
strongpointtheinert.org, which also accepts 
donations and offers to volunteer..STR is less 
than $100,000 from completing their latest 


bunkhouse expansion, and a $600 donation will 
pay for one veteran to participate in the free 
program, including airfare.

BC has returned to the East End. While 

the network’s last series to take place on 
Long Island, Revenge, was a campy soap set in 
a wildly inaccurate version of the Hamptons, 
Emergence, set in Southold, is a science 
fiction mystery that is more successful in 
evoking the North Fork. Emergence tells the 
story of Jo Evans (played by the terrific Allison 
Tolman), Police Chief of Southold, who is 
called to investigate a small plane crash on 
the beach and finds an unharmed but shaken 
little girl (Alexa Swinton) suffering from 
amnesia. After a series of ominous events— 
including a strange cover-up in which false 
government agents clear the plane crash | 
from the beach overnight—Jo takes in the 
little girl, who she calls Piper. As the series 
progresses, Piper becomes close with Jo’s 
family, including daughter Mia (Ashley 
Aufderheide), father Ed (Clancy Brown) and 
even Jo’s ex-husband, Alex (Donald Faison). 
Jo also works with investigative journalist =

who—or what—Piper is, and why a shadowy 
tech corporation is after her. 

Spoilers follow! 

Emergence is currently about halfway through its 
first season, and to its credit has already answered the 
basic questions posed in its premiere. Piper appears 
to be some kind of artificial intelligence that was 
subjected to experimentation by Augur Industries, 
complete with human-like blood and organs. Benny 
and Jo learn from an ex-Augur employee, Emily 
(Maria Dizzia), that Piper doesn’t actually know she’s

not human, and that telling her would result in a 
fatal exception that would essentially kill her. Piper 
also has the power to manipulate metal when she’s 
under distress, inadvertently endangering everyone 
around her. 

While Emergence is primarily filmed in New 
Jersey—though the pilot used some establishing shots 
of Greenport—it does a nice job of making the Southold 
setting feel authentic. A fictional version of the iconic 
Claudio’s restaurant is frequently mentioned and

visited by the characters, and the specter of 
the mysterious Plum Island (the real-life site 
of the Plum Island Animal Disease Center, 
controlled by the Department of Homeland 
Security) often looms in the background. 

Tolman is fantastic as the no-nonsense but 
warm Jo, who takes an instant liking to Piper 
but often questions her own judgment as her 
family is put in danger. As Piper, Swinton 
conveys just the right amount of sweetness, 
with a dash of unsettling stares to throw 
viewers off from trusting her completely. The 
rest of the cast is strong, but Tolman and 
Swinton provide the majority of the show’s 
gravitas. Emergence has moved at quite a 
nice clip so far, introducing both the show’s 
villain, Richard Kindred (Terry O’Quinn) and 
the AI concept after just three episodes. There 
are also a few simmering subplots featuring 
Jo’s family, including her unresolved feelings 
for amiable ex Alex and Ed’s terminal cancer 
diagnosis that Piper could sense before 
anyone else. 

It remains to be seen if a high concept-led 
series like Emergence has staying power. How long 
can Jo realistically keep Piper and her family safe 
before Augur Industries simply starts killing them? 
The show's already got quite the body count—minor 
characters are often introduced and killed a few scenes 
later, usually because “they know too much.” Hopefully 
there is a long-term vision for the show’s future, 
because so far, Emergence is quite compelling.

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LGBT Histoxy in the Hamptons: Shawns Lesson 


he more things change, ~ more they stay 
the same. 

For LGBTQ people on the East End, things have 
definitely changed over the years. But as coming 
out of the closet and being openly gay has become 
easier, it’s now harder to find an actual community 
on Long Island. Dr. Shawn Cannon of Amagansett has 
seen the greater LGBT community on the East End 
shrink, even as queer issues have become more and 
more mainstream. 

Cannon, originally from Dix Hills, feels his coming 
out story is rather familiar. His family didn’t take it 
well, at first. “Even growing up in a fairly progressive 
Long Island neighborhood, it seemed to be okay that 
other people were gay—my next door neighbors were 
gay—but it’s different when it’s your own family,” 
he says. 

But for Cannon, who came of age in the 1980s, 
there was a community to turn to for comfort and 
connection that he doesn’t feel exists today. “In the 
’80s, there were dance clubs and Madonna, and there 
was no social media,” he says. “I hate to blame it on 
social media, because social media has helped people 
connect with people they didn’t think existed, but it 
took away from the need to go to a place. When I first 
started coming out here, living on East Hampton/ 
Amagansett border, working in Southampton, I’d stop 
at The Annex to have a cocktail, but that’s gone, too.” 

Cannon is the Chief Academic Officer at Stony Brook 
Medicine at Southampton Hospital, and has a private 
practice in Amagansett. “I have patients who are 20, 
30 years older than me, and to hear the way it was 
in the ’60s and ’70s—it really was a safe space. It was 
Cherry Grove, the Pines and the Hamptons,” Cannon 


says. Now, there are fewer 
young people on the East 
End. “The community here for 
young people is really small. 
You may want someone with 
similar interests. Out here 
you're lucky to find another 
person, let alone someone 
you re looking for.” 

But despite the lack of 
social spaces for LGBT people 
in the Hamptons, Cannon is 
glad to live in a place that’s 
so accepting. “I don’t think 
there’s a place where [gay] 
people feel uncomfortable in 
the Hamptons. I don’t think 
you go into any restaurant and 
feel uncomfortable.” 

Cannon has also made sure 
that his LGBT patients feel comfortable broaching 
tough topics with him. Pre-exposure prophylaxis 
(PrEP) drugs are critical to prevent HIV. A daily 
medication that is highly effective in preventing HIV 
transmission, PrEP is something that many people 
should consider, but don’t, often because they feel it’s 
awkward to bring up with a doctor. “If you go to my 
website, PrEP is the first thing that shows up,” Cannon 
says. “We haven’t been so good [with PrEP] in Suffolk 
County as a whole. It’s almost like [HIV/AIDS is] a city 
problem, not a Suffolk County problem. I have a fair

amount of people on PrEP, just because I ask about it 


if you’re sexually active. In New York City, it’s part of 
the millennial conversation. Out here it’s not. There’s 


got to be a whole relationship 
that’s built and a comfort 
level with the doctor. For me, 
anyone, gay or straight who’s 
sexually active, why would 
you want to see what we saw 
30 years ago?” Cannon teaches 
his medical students about 
the importance of discussing 
HIV/AIDS with patients, 
too. “Part of:my education is 
teaching that every person in 
New York should be tested 
and if you are negative and 
sexually active you: should 
be offered PrEP. If you are 
HIV-positive, you should be 
treated, undetectable and 
un-transmissable. We check 
your cholesterol, we check your 


sugar, we should check your HIV status.” 


So Cannon, who has been with his partner for 
33 years, wants to see a return to the social world 
that once existed for LGBT people in the Hamptons. 
“We're here but less of a community,” he says with 
a sigh. He also wants to prevent a return to the 
devastation of the ’80s, advising people—on the East 
End and beyond—to learn from the past and take 
the necessary steps to make the future better for 
all involved. ga

Hamptons Real Estate Q3 Market Reports Revealed 


D arkness falls a bit earlier now on the Hamptons, 
but that turn of events just might be coinciding 
with the real estate market seeing some light. One 
would not be incorrect to say that the local market has 
faced its challenges this year, but things beyond leaves 
and clocks seem to be turning. The news contained in 
the major real estate market reports recently released 
for the third quarter of 2019 generally did not come as 
so much of a surprise, given the uncertain times from’ 
which they were spawned. 

“Hamptons Real Estate in the 3rd Quarter of 
2019 was like a carnival game with ping pong balls 
landing and leaping in every direction,” observes Judi 
Desiderio, CEO of Town & Country Real Estate. “The 
good news is, the numbers prove it’s not really as bad 
as the media made it out to be.” 

Those numbers do tell a story of a market that was 
struggling over the summer months. Douglas Elliman’s 
Q3 report observed that the number of sales declined 
year over year for the seventh straight quarter, and 
showed the lowest third quarter number of sales in 
eight years—including the fewest number of sales at 
or above $5 million in six and a half years. As median 
sales price rose year over year for the first time in 
seven quarters, listing inventory continued to rise, 
reaching a 13-year high, and there have been nine 
straight quarters of annual increases in luxury listing 
inventory. Year on year, median sales price rose 5.5% 
to $857,000, while average sales price edged up 0.6% 
to $1,375,772. Amid those changes, the number of sales 


fell 15.2% to 402, days on market was 139 (up 13.1%), 
the listing discount was 12.3%, up from 10.5%, and 
listing inventory jumped 76.9% to 2,571. 

Ups and downs do not necessarily show trends in all 
cases, it should be noted. “These numbers constantly 


fluctuate, especially in the Hamptons, where a single - 


high-end sale can have a significant impact on the 
average sales price,” says Jonathan Smith, Licensed 
Salesperson in the Southampton office of Sotheby’s 


International Realty. “Median sales prices tend to stay _ 
more consistent but will vary each quarter from town | 


to town, generally ranging between $1 million to $1.5 
million. Looking at a longer sample of the same data 
actually demonstrates that the Hamptons market is 
extremely stable.” 

In the Town & Country report, observing all 
Hamptons markets combined, Desiderio points to the 
high end, where year-on-year there were 60% fewer 
home sales of $5 million to $9.99 million and 43% 
fewer home sales in the $10 million to $19.99 million 
range. “Yet there was one sale over $20 million in 
2019—the corner of Lily Pond and Hedges on 3.3 acres, 
which closed for $20.6 million—and zero in 2018,” she 
notes. “The selling season is underway. Many savvy 
buyers are moving their resources into real estate.” 

This movement speaks to the opportunity that arises 
especially when value buys are to be had. It’s a situation 
fueled when an increase in inventory and increase in 
days on market finally inspires sellers to do what a 
good number of brokers had been saying all summer 


would help breathe some life into the market—lower 
their asking prices. ' 

“Price reductions come when inventory swells or the’ 
original price was not in line with the current market 
conditions—our market conditions are constantly 
moving,” Desiderio offers. “That said, the trend for 
many segments of the market, particularly the high 
end, has been moving in favor of the buyer. That could 
change at any given time, since those with true wealth 
‘buy when they’re selling’ and see an opportunity to 
purchase on value. Many recent sales on the high end 
are trading for less than the sum of their parts.” 

“Everything is cyclical,” says Todd Bourgard, Senior 
Executive Regional Manager of Sales, Douglas Elliman. 
“We go through these moments. Right now, it is all 
about pricing at every level. The buyers are there—they 
always have been. They've just been waiting. They 
know the comps, they know what has sold—they see it 
all. And it’s a good thing. An educated consumer is a 
very good thing.” - 

The disparity between what sellers wanted and what 
potential buyers were willing to pay was certainly 
reflected in Q3. Corcoran’s report stated that reported 
closed sales dipped 27% year over year, the largest 
decrease in nearly 10 years, and it was the fourth 
consecutive quarter with a year-over-year decline in 
sales. In fact, sales were down almost everywhere. 
In Amagansett, sales dropped 43% year on year, 
and in East Hampton Village, sales decreased by 
more than half. 
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In the East Hampton market, fewer “properties 
were sold in the 3rd quarter, and there was a lack of 
sales reported over $4 million. The reduced activity 
in East Hampton Town and East Hampton Village in 
the 3rd quarter reflects the trades that were recorded 
and does not indicate any trend,” says Ernie Cervi, 
Regional Senior Vice President East End at Corcoran. 

“The lack of sales reported over $4 million caused a 
steep 60% decline in average price.” . 

“West of the Canal also experienced a pull back,” 
Town & Country’s report stated. “Hampton Bays closed 
40% less deals which resulted in 62% less total home 
sales volume. [And] 2019 saw no homes sales over $2 
million, yet in 2018 there were four! Westhampton— 
which includes Remsenburg, Westhampton Beach, 
East Quogue, Quogue, and Quiogue—had a less severe 
pull-back, with 12% less homes sales and 21% lower 
total home sales volume.” 

When the market begins to rebound, though, 
these locales are well poised, Desiderio adds. “The 
Westhampton area, due to its proximity to the city and 


. the expansive cultural and recreational opportunities, 


and Hampton Bays, due to its affordability and 
great beaches—these regions will return with a roar, 
because they each have their virtues and values to the 
East End.” 

Only Westhampton/Remsenburg and Shelter Island, 
the Corcoran report adds, had the same number of 
closings reported this quarter as this time last year, 
while Montauk and Quogue were down only a single 
reported sale compared with 2018.There were also 
some silver linings elsewhere in the Hamptons. Town 


*& Country reported that the “Sag Harbor area, which 
includes Noyack and North Haven, saw a respectable 


improvement, particularly in the $2 million to $3.49 
million price category, which rose 150%.” 

The Sotheby’ s International Realty report also noted 
an uptick in the onetime home of whaling ships and 
John Steinbeck. “Buyers have been taking notice of Sag 


Harbor. Thevillagein particular 
is such a vibrant community 
with consistent, year-round 
amenities, restaurants and 
entertainment, making it an 
ideal weekend destination 
for any time of year,” Smith 
notes. “Interestingly, 
colleagues I have spoken with 
in other offices of Sotheby’s 
International Realty around 
the country have commented 
on a trend towards village 
lifestyle, and I believe that shift 
is manifesting out east as well. 
We also see excellent value in 
many Sag Harbor listings, even 
as other markets in the area 
seem to remain wedded to the 
more aggressive prices of a few 
years ago.” 

Price is affecting certain 
areas more than others, 
no doubt, but Cervi finds it 
noteworthy that the Q3 report 
reveals overall here in the 
Hamptons, “38% of sales were between $500,000 
and $1 million.” The higher end of the market may be 
facing a battle right now, but there are always buyers 
who want to get in the door. 

“We have seen a great deal of activity in the starter- 
home segment of the market, giving buyers a foothold 
in the Hamptons,” Smith says. “There also appears 
to be much faster turnover in that segment of the 
market—up to $1.5 million—creating opportunities for 
buyers and sellers alike. 

And, in time, the rest of the market will follow. 
“Hamptons real estate is truly a unique asset class— 
there are so few areas in the world with the stability

and consistent growth 
demonstrated in our market,” 
Smith continues. Although 
2019 has definitely been a 
slower year, he adds, there 
are bright spots and a trend 
of note. “Going forward, we 
expect that the market will 
continue to respond to sellers 
who price their homes well 
from the start. Savvy buyers 
will continue to ignore any 
inventory that is priced above 
market value.” 

Markets are efficient. They 
get frothy, the cool off, they 
adjust to the basics of supply 
and demand. Supply does not 
merely mean inventory, but, 
as becomes clearer and clearer, 
inventory at the right price. 
As more sellers adjust their 
expectations, said inventory 
will move. 

“I can never recall stating 
how important it is to price 
things properly as it is right now,” Bourgard says, 
stressing that each town here also has a different price 
point. Hampton Bays is going to be different than 
Westhampton Beach, which is going to be different 
than Southampton. “The homeowners really started 
listening, and realized ‘If we’re going to sell this thing, 
we're going to need to bring the price down.’ Our 
consumers, these buyers, are the smartest buyers 
we've ever had. And they are very willing to pay market 
value, but they are not willing to pay over. And when 
you can bridge that gap, it becomes fun again, and 
everybody’s happy.”
